2. That thoſe who thus enliſt, ſhall be formed into 
Troops of Horſe, and Companies of Foot, who ſhall re- 
commend to his Majeſty for ſuitable Commiſſions the Per- 
ſons they ſhall chuſe for their Captain, Lieutenant and En- 
ſign. * [ms r 
| 4 —Tbat as ſoon as theſe Bodies of Horſe and Foot are 
furniſhed with Officers by his Majeſty's Commiſſion, they 
be ſo med into Battalions and Squadrons, conſiſting of fi 
as live near each other. Each Battalion to contain not leſs 
than 600 Men, and each Squadron not leſs than 150. 

4. That each Perſon inliſting, if he pleaſe, may have” 
one or more Servants to attend him: But all ſuch Servants 
muſt be armed and accoutred fit for Service, and formed 
into diſtinct Corps; the Servants of Horſemen into 
drons, the others into Battalions, and both commanded by 
Oth-ers choſen by, and from among their Maſters. 195
